Proctor of Vermont, who returned last 
Sunday from an extended trip to aud 
through the island of Cuba, yesterday 
afternoon made a statement to the sen­ 
ate of his observations on the island.

In fad, I Lave no opinion 
about it m yself and carefully avoided 
forming one. 
I gave no attention to 
these outside surmises. 
I met the mem­ 
bers of the court on their boat, but 
would as soon approach our supreme 
court in regard to a pending case as that 
board. 
••Havaua, the great city and capital 
of the island, is, in the eyes of the Span­ 
iards aud many Callans, all L uba, as 
much as Paris is France. 
Quiet pre­ 
vails, sud except, for the frequent squad* 
of soldier# marching to guard aud police 
duty and their abounding presence in 
all public places, one sees little signs of 
war. 
•♦Outside Havana all is changed. 
It 
is not peace, nor is it war. 
It is desola­ 
tion and distress, misery nnd starvation. 
Every town and village is surrounded 
by a trocha (trench), a sort of rifUpit, 
but constructed on a plan new to me, 
the dirt being thrown ap on the inside 
aud a barbedwire fence on the outer 
inside of the trench. 
The purpose of 
these trocha* i* to keep the recoucen­ 
tre doe* in as well as to keep the insur­ 
gents out. 
From all the snmmndittg 
oomitry tho people have been driven in 
to these fortified town#, and held there 
to subsist as they can. 
They are virt­ 
ually prison yard* and not unlike oue 
in general appearance, aud every point 
point is iu range of a soldier’# rifle to 
keep iu the pour recouceutrado women 
an i children. 
H o w Hrroneentrs !«*©• Exist. 
♦•When they reached the towns they 
were allowed to build hots of palm 
leaves withiu the trochasand left to live 
if they could. 
Their huts are about IO 
by 15 feet in sire, and for want of space 
are usually crowded together very close­ 
ly. 
They have no floor but the ground 
and no furniture, and after a year’s 
wear but little clothing except such stray 
substitutes as they can extemporize. 
With large families or with more than 
one in this little space, the commonest 
sanitary provisions are impossible. Con­ 
dition* are mi mentionable in this re­ 
spect. 
Torn from their homes, with 
foul earth, foul air, foul water aud foul 
food, or acne, what wonder that one- 
half have died, aud that oue-quarter of 
the living are so diseased that they can­ 
not be saved. 
Little children are still 
walking about with arms and chest ter­ 
ribly emaciated, eyes swollen aud abdo­ 
men bloated to three times the natural 
size. 
The physicians say these cases 
are hopeless. 
••Death in the streets baye not been 
uncommon. 
I was told by one of our 
consuls that they have found dead

sept such as are under guard in the Im­ 
mediate vicinity of the towns.

other words, the Spaniards hold in tho 
four western provinces just what their 
army sits on.

There are 
10,000,000 people in the islands and they 
are excessively taxed on everything that 
the Spanish officials may become rich. 
The houses of those who fat bd to pay 
their taxes were burned, and sometimes 
people were titd to tree* aud tortured 
for the slightest offense.1*

CANDLE POWER. 


f l e w t o l f im ITH r - th e L ic h tin g F o r e # a n # 
Effect o f rn Flam e. 
This question and its answer have 
been an til recently of interest to scien­ 
tists only. Bot since one method of 
lighting is competing with tho other 
for superiority the question of lighting 
power has seemingly become a public 
matter. How many candle power? The 
question is very simple and yet mysteri­ 
ous to tho layman. 
For measuring the lighting power the 
most reliable, results are obtained by 
means of a grease spot. In its most sim­ 
ple application tho experiment can lie 
tried easily at horn*. A sheet of white 
paper with a grease spot in the cento! 
Is put into a frame and placed between 
two flames of different lighting power 
—for instance, between an ordinary 
candle and a lamp. 
When tho frame is equally distant 
from the two unequally bright flames, 
the grease spot can bo seen plainly on 
both sides. 
By moving tho framo with 
the sheet of paper slowly toward the 
less brilliant light—that is, the candle 
—it will arrive finally at a point when# 
the grease spot has apparently disap­ 
peared on both sides of the paper. This 
deception must always occur when on 
both sides of the paper an equal bright­ 
ness prevails and no side light exists. 
Having roached this point, it can be 
ascertained how much stronger is the 
light of the lamp than that of the can­ 
dle. 
If the candle is 20 inches distant from 
tho paper aud the lamp 60 inches and 
yet tho brightness on both sides of the 
paper is tho same, tneu the light of the 
lamp will be as strong as that of nine 
candloH. The calculation is based upon 
tho distances, tho figures of which ars 
multiplied by themselves and then di­ 
vided—here, for instance, 60 time* 60

A t Lu zen ac, in tho upper valley of 
the Aricge, talc is quarried on an ex­ 
tensive scale in the granite of Ht. Bar- 
thelemy, a mountain 7,700 feet high 
aud about 20 miles from the main chain 
of tho Pyrenees. 
The quarries, which 
axe situated about two m iles from the 
summ it and 5,900 t s r t above the sea. 
are opi ned in a bedded deposit* included 
between micaschist below aud lower 
silurian slates above, which has been 
followed for about 2,000 yards in a 
north aud south direction, w ith a dip of 
about 60 degrees to the east, the thick­ 
ness varying from 160 to 1,000 feet, as 
does also the composition. 
Masses of 
limestone ard granite, the latter often 
of considerable size, are frequently found 
included in the silicate of magnesia, 
which also contains some alumina. 
The best rock is of a brilliant white 
color aud feels greasy to the touch when 
ground to fine powder. 
The principal 
quarry, at Tremouiu, is worked rn the 
open, across the direction of the bed, 
forming two or three terraces 60 feel 
high, the surface covering, 6 to IO feet 
thick, having been first stripped. 
The 
stuff broken is carried by a level, id tho 
bottom of tho quarry, driven in tile foot 
w all of the vein to tho valley of Axint, 
whence it is hauled in bullock wagons 
about 12 m iles to the works of Luzeuac, 
where a water power of 90 horsepower 
is ob'tnined from tho Ariege.

CANDLE POWER. 


Bow to Measure the Lighting Force an# 
Effect of a Flame. 
T his question and its answ er have 
been u n til recently of interest to scien­ 
tists only. 
B ut since one m ethod of 
lighting is com peting w ith tho other 
for superiority the question of lighting 
power has seem ingly become a public 
m atter. 
How m any candle power? The 
quest ion is very sim ple and yet m ysteri­ 
ous to tile laym an. 
For m easuring the lighting pow er the 
m oat reliable results are obtained by 
m eans of a greaso spot. In its m ost sim ­ 
ple application I ho experim ent can lie 
tried easily a t home. 
A sheet of w hite 
paper w ith a grease spot in tho centor 
is put into a fram e and placed between 
tw o flames of different lighting power 
for instance, between an 
ordinary 
candle and a lamp. 
W hen the fram e is equally distant 
from the tw o unequally bright flames, 
the grease spot can be seen plainly on 
both sides 
By m oving tho fram e w ith 
the sheet of paper slow ly tow ard the 
less b rillian t lig h t—th at is, the candle 
—it w ill arrive finally at a point w here 
the grease spot has apparently disap­ 
peared on both sides of tho paper. This 
deception m ust alw ays occur w hen on 
both sides of the paper an equal bright­ 
ness prevai Is and no side lig h t exists. 
H aving reached th is point, it can bs 
ascertained how m uch stronger is the 
lig h t of the lam p than th a t of the can­ 
dle. 
If the candle is SO inches distan t from 
tho paper and the lam p 60 inches aud 
yet tho brightness on both sides of the 
paper is the same, tnen the lig h t of tho 
lump w ill be as strong as th a t of nine 
canillos. 
The calculation is based upon 
the distances, the figures of w hich are 
m ultiplied by them selves and then d i­ 
vided—here, for instance, 60 tim es 60 
divided by 20 m ultiplied by 20 equals 9 
This, of course, is the m ost prim itive 
m ethod for m easuring light, but it i* 
tho principle for all the delicate instru 
m en ta used in the labor a tories.—■'Pea/

The principal 
quarry, at Tm nouin, is worked in the 
open, across the direction of the bed, 
forming tw o cr three terraces 50 fee * 
high, the surface covering, 6 to IO feet 
thick, having been first stripped.

stuff broken is carried by a level, id tho 
bottom of the quarry, driven in tile fpot 
w all of the vein to the valley of Axiet, 
whence it is hauled in bullock wagons 
about 12 miles to the work* of Luxeuae, 
where a wat* r power of DO horsepower 
is obtained from the Ariege. 
The me­ 
chanical preparation includes sizing by 
sieves, driving in a rotating cylinder 
furnace, breaking, grinding and sifting. 
Nearly the whtdo of the product is 
converted into powder, only a small 
part being made into pencils for m ark­ 
ing cut work on metal or sold in the 
lump form.—Colliery Guardian.
